Defpifers of FefusChri/#, andSatan’s con- 4 v 
tented Slaves ; fome of them crying out for Mercy, fome that ¥ N 
they were loft and undone, others, What fall we do to be faved ; ¥ of 
others praifing God for this Day, and for awakening them ; - I 
and others not only weeping and crying for themfelves, but for 
their gracelefS Relations.

There have been at leaft three Hundred awakened in this 
Parifh, fince the Beginning of this Work ; of which about 
a two Hundred belong, or did belong to this Peri. “Vhere 


were indeed about fourteen or fifteen of them awakened when

In theParith of Kiréintillech there arc known to theMinifter 
about an hundred and twenty, ander 2 more t} anordinary Con- 
cern about theirSalvation, including the praying ssxn7,who are 
increaied now to a greater Number, than forme rly mentioned. 

In the Parifh of St. Niwan’s, 2 Part whereof lies Reachonns l 
from this Parifh, the Nader of the Awakened mutt be cin- 
fiderable. The frit remarkable Appearance of this gooa Werk 
there was at the giving the hely Supper, upon the 3/7 of this 
current Augufl. There were feveral awakened upon the 8a- 
turday, many more wpon the Lerd’s Day, both in the K?ré 
during the Action Sermon and the Service, and alfo in theCon- 
gregation in the Fredds. “Vhere were yet a far greater Num 
ber upon the AZenday, which was one of the ercatelt Days « sf 
the Mediator’s Power I have hitherto fee: _Many of the A- 
wakened belong to that Parifh, as alio to the Parith of Garcun- 
nock. Bya Letter from the Rev. Mr. Fames Mac! tie Minifier 
of the Gofpel i in that Parijb, Iam informed, that the Nw) 
of the Awakened were increa/ed upon the Thur/day thereafte: 
when they had Sermon. He appoimts Days for them to come 
to him for Inftru@ion and Direction. 

In the Parith of Gargunmack Wing W eft from the Parifh of St. 
Nimians, there are, as i am well informed, neara hundred Per- 
fons awakened. ‘here were fome of them iirft awakencd xt 
Kilfyth when the Lord’s Supper was given upon the /ecand Sei - 
bath of ‘Fuly; others at Campfie when it was civen meee the 
laf? Sabbath of the faid Month ; others at St. Newians when that 
Sacrament was given upon the fir/? Sabbath ot Aug uft. Upon 
the Thur /day after , there were eighteen awakened in their own 
Congregation while the Rev. Mr. John Fi arden, their own aved 
and diligent Paftor preached to them. There was al a vt 
derable awakning the eek after, the Minifter of Canzp/ie hisson 
preaching there. TheMinifler of thisParith hath alwayshad a 
fingular Dexterity in anetten chine, & dealing with theConiciciecs

of the People under hisCharge ; and it is to be hoped that there 
will be a good Account of theAwakened in that Congregation, 
by the Lord’s Blefling upon the Skill and Will he hath given 
his Servant to win them to Fefus Chri/t. 
In the Parith of Calder, according to the Information I have 
from their Minifter there are above a Hundred awakened. 
There are about the fame Number in the Parith of Camp/e. 
The Cafe of the Parith of Badarnock lying North and Weft 
from Calder, isof all others the moft fingular and noticeable. 
There were above minety awakened Perfons in that Parifh about 
the fixth of Fuly latt. "They have been for fome Years pat, 
and yet are without a Paftor; their late Paftor Mr. Robert 
Wallace, who deceafed among them, had the Charge of 
their Souls above fifty Years: He was pious, faithful, diligent 
— dearly beloved by his People ; and as I am infersned there 
vas no Perfon among them was carried away by the Seceflion. 
T he Lord hath honoured their School-Mafter Fames Forfythto 
be greatly inftrumental in this good Work among them. I 
fhall give the following Extract from + [etter of his dated 
Badarnock Fuly 17th, 1742, concerning the Impreffions made 
upon, and the awakening of feveral of the young Ones ; he. 
writes. ** Since the fir/t of February laft, I endeavoured to 
“* inftruct the Children under my Charge to the utmoft of my 
‘* Power in the firftPrinciples of Religion, and that they were 
** born ina State of Sin and Mifery, and Strangers toGop by 
‘* Nature : Lalfo prefled them by all Arguments poffible to 
** leave off their finful Ways, and to fly to Jesus Curist 
‘* by Faith and Repentance ; which by the Bleffing of Gop 
“* hath not beenin vain. Glory to hisholyName that backed 
‘* with the Power of his Hoty Spirit what was fpoken in 
** muchWeaknefs. I likewife warned them againft theCom- 
‘< miffion of any known Sin, and told them their Danger if 
‘* they perfifted in the fame, and that their Sins would find 
*¢ them out. ‘The which Exhortations frequently repeated, 
** yea almoft every Day, came at laft to have fomelmpreffions 
“© on their young Hearts. And I think the great Concern 
** that was at firft among them was a Mean in ‘Gop’s Hand 
*¢ to bring the elder Sort toa more ferious Concern, and to 
** more Diligence in religious Duties ; yea, I heard fome 
<< fay, that they were afhamed to hear and fee thee young 
“< Creatures fo much taken up about their Soul’s Salvation. 
*¢ That is fome Account of the Ri/é of this good and happy

Work. There was one of the School- Boys that went toCam- 
buflang in March, who was firft awakened : He after fome 
few Days faid to me in the SCHOOL, will you let, two or 
three of us meet together to fing Pfalms and pray ? 1 faid, J 
was very well pleafed to hear that they inclined to [uch a good 

Exercife : So they joined themfelves together, and it hath 
had very good Fruit. For, fome few Days after, there 
were fome of them under Concern : and that Day fourteen 
Days they firft met, there were ten or twelve awakened, 
and under deep Convictions ; fome very young of 8 and g 
Years of Age, fome 12 and 13. They {till inclined more 
and more to theirDuty fo that they meet three Times‘aDay, 
in the Morning, Noon and atNight. Alfo they have forfaken 
all their childifhFancies and Plays ; fo thefe that have been 
awakened are known by their Countenance and Converfa- 
tion, their Walk and Behaviour. The Work among the 
young Ones in the School ftill increafes, and there are {till 
fome newly awakened. ‘There were fome, that by ¢ Vord 
of Terror in their Leffon, were very diftrefied, and would 
cry out and weep bitterly. ‘There arc fome of them very 
fenfible of their Cafe, both of the Sin of their Nature, ‘and 
their actual Tranfgreffions, and even of the Sin of Unbelief: 
For when I would exhort any of them that were diftrefs'd 
to believe in Curist, becaufe he is both able and willing 
to fave to the uttermoft ; they replyed that they knew he 
was both able and willing; but they could not them- 
felves believe,unlefsGon gave them a Heart fo to do ; for, 
they faid, they felt their Hearts fo hard, that they could do 
nothing. This is the Account he gives of the younger Sort. 
-----As to the elder Sort he fays, that the firft among them 
were awakened at Cumbuflang, others at Calder and Kirtin 

tilloch ; but that the greateft Part have been awakened at 
their Soctety Meetings : they meet twice a Week for Prayer 
and Praife, where all the awakened in the Parifh, with as 
many others as pleafe to come, are admitted.”’. 

There are alfo /everal other little Meetings almoft everyDay, 


in different Places of theParifh : at the fecond of thefeMeetinzs, 
there were mine awakened, at the third there were four, 
at another Meeting there were five or fix. He fays, 
that there is greater Diligence about the Concerns of Re- 
ligion even among the Carelefs and Ignorant than ever was 
known before, and that the younger Sort are fo taken with Re-

ligion that they efteem it more than their neceflary Food. 
‘There are feveral under deep Convictions who were fo: avery 
rude and profane.--- In another Letter dated Fuly 6th 1742. 
He faith that this good Work {till continues among theia, and 
that there are a confiderable Number newly awakened in their 
Parith,defides Strangers that come to their Meetings from other 
Parithes. There were twe young omen ina neighbouringPa- 
rifh who had been at Cambujlang and brought back an evil Re- 
port of what they had been Witnefs to there ; they faid they 
wondered what made the People cry out. Upon the 22d of 
"June they came to one of thefe Meetings in Bedarnock, as was 
juppofed, with no good Defign: they had not been above three 
Quarters of an Hour in the Meeting, when they were brought 
under Convictions, and continued in Dittrefs the whole Time 
the Meeting lafted. He fays there are a goodly- Number of 
them who are come to Relief, which feems to be real from 
Scripture Marks and Evidences they give of it. 

I have been more particular and large in thisArticle concern- 
ing Badarneck, ( where the awaken’d are now Aug.25th. about 
100) that we who are Minifters of the Gofpel may learn from 
this, not to be lifted up from any Succefs we may have in our 
Miniftrations : feeing that though the Lorp maketh efpecial- 
ly the Preaching of the Word an cficétual Means of conv incing 
and conv erting Sinners, and of building up them that are con- 
verted ; yet he alfo bleffeth the , Reading of the Word, chrif/lian 
Communion and religious Education by Parents, School-mafters 

and others, for the forefaid bleffed Ends: And that he can and 
fometimes doth make Ufe of weak and inconfiderable Inflru- 
ments for beginning and carrying on a good Work upon the 
Souls of Men, while Men of great Gifts and even Godlinefs 
are not fo fuccefsful. This is the more to be regarded as the 
Doing of the Lorn, that the People of Badarnock are not the 
lets careful to attend upon publick Ordinances, neither is their 
Efteem of them diminifhed. Their Meetings do not interfere 
with the Difpenfation of publick Ordinances in their own 
Congregation when they have it, nor with that in the neigh- 
houring Congregations when they want it in theirown. It is 
alfo hoped that the Reading of the forefaid Article may excite 
Schoal-mafters and others who have the Education of Youth to be 
diligent in inftru&ting the younge/? of them in the Principles of 
our holy Religion, and to endeavour daily to make Impreffions 
upon their tender Minds of their finful and loft State by Nature, 
and of their only Remedy by Jesu SGHRIsT. In

In the Parith of Ai/eara lying about /even Miles to the Nosthi~ 
welt of Campfie, this good Work is alio begun. ‘Their Rev'd 
Minifter Mr. ‘James Bain hath been well affected to it from the 
Beginning, and was early Witnefs to it and affifting to carry it 
on at Cambuflang. There was a confiderable Awakening in 
this Parifh when the Lord’s Supper was given there upon b. 
3d Suibath of ‘Fuly ; efpecially upon ihe Monday when sorsaagl ‘ 
Mr. Michael Potter Profeflor of Divinity in the Univerfity 2 
Giafgow, and the Rev. Mr. ‘James Mackie Miniter of i 
Gofpel at St. Ninians preached. 

In the Country wef? from Gle/gow there are very joyful Ac- 
counts of theErtrance and Progrefs of this bletied Work there. 
In the Town ot /rvine there were a few awakened firft at Cane 
buflang ; but now there are a geod many awakened that never 
were at Cambuflang, and are in very great Diitrels and Anguith 
of Soul, like thofe at Cambuflang and in this Country. ‘They 
are happy under the Infpeéction and Care of their worthy Mi- 
nifter the Rey. Mr. William M’ Kneight. In the Parifh of 
Long Dreghorn and ether Parifhes about, there are /everal awak- 
ened. In the Town of Kilmarnock there were about fifty from 
that Place awakened at Cambuflang ; but there have been mary 
more fince in their own Congregations. This blefled Work 
hath made lefs Progrefs to the Eaftward of Ai//yth ; the People 
being, much diftracted and divided by the Influence of the Se- 
ceders, and even furioufly prejudiced againft the Difpenfation 
of Ordinances in this Church, yet blefled be the Lorn it ex- 
tends even to thefe Congregations. In the Parifh of Denny 
there are /everal, fome of whom have been awakened in thei 
ownChurch. There are /everal in the united Parifhes of Du:- 
nipace and Larbert, fome of whom have been awakened like- 
wife there. In the Parith of Torphican South from Linlithgow 
there were /even awakened when the Lord’s Supper was given 
there upon the fir? Sabbath of Augufi. 

Tho’ I am perfwaded, a particular Account wil! be given to 
the Publick of the memorable Communion at anes latt 
Lord’s Day, being the 15th of this Current Augu/? 1742 5 yet 
I cannot but here’ infert, That I obferved much of the Lerd’s 
Prefence with Minifters, and among the vaft Multitude of Peo- 
ple there. There were many unconverted Sinners awakenal, 
and feveral had the Love of Gop fhed abroad in their Hearts 
by the Hory-Guosr given to them, tofuch a Meafure, as 
they were nigh overwhelmed therewith. Particularly while 
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32 Cambuflang in ScoTLanD. 
they were hearing early upon Monday Morning a Sermon 
preached by the Rev’d Mr. Alexander IVebfter Minifter of the 
Gofpel at Edinburgh. One of them was a young /Voman from 
the Parith of Kil/yth. She was brought to me at my firft 
alighting at Cambuflang after the forefaid Sermon. She was fo 
filled with a Senfe of the Love of Gop to her Soul and with 
Love to Jesus CuristT, that fhe was all in Tears and could 
not contain herfelf. She had been awakened at Kii/yth about 
the Beginning of ‘uly, but had attained to no fenfible Relicf 
until the hearing of the forefaid Sermon. Before her Awak- 
ening fhe was of a blamelefsLife,and every Way hopeful. Her 
Convictions were kindly, and had a moft defireable Progrefs. 
I called for her yefferday, and fhe gave me a fatisfying Account 
of her clofing with CurisT in all his Offices, and of her At- 
tainments during the forefaid Sermon, accompanied with fuch 
Exercife of Soul, as we ufe warrantably to give from the holy 
Scriptures as Evidences of that which comes from Gop in a 
faving Manner upon the Souls of his People. 





Having thus narrated what I have learned concerning the 
Progrefs and Extent of this good Work fince it began here ; I 
fhall for the greater Diftinétnefs divide the Subyeé? of this Nar- 
rative into the following ARTICLES. 


ARTICLE IL 


Concerning the Method I have obferved in carrying on this Work. 


Tien I am far from thinking the Way / have ufed to be 
the very beft, and from propofing it as a Rule to any ; 
feeing that by Experience I have found out fome Miftakes in 
myManagement, which I afterwards reCtified, and others pof- 
fibly in perufing this may obferve more : yet the Succefs I had 
therein, and the Hope that it may be ufeful at leaft to fome of 
my Brethren of the younger Sort, when they fhall be called, 
as I pray they may be foon to this pleafant Service ; induceth 
me to give the Subject of this Article.
